It is the in- 
evitable sequel to the events of 
the last few years —perhaps it is 
the inevitable result of a cycle of 
world evolution —though ‘we can

hastened through failure by’ fe- 
sponsible quarters to realise tho 
trend of events. It is a simple 
little massage, and can bo briefly 
translated into the: words: For- 


eign prestige is passing. 


‘There are two ways in which, 
where orderly government exists,

obtains protection. Hither his ix 


work—these we-must leave to 
time itself to disclose.. All we 
can do now is point to the writing 
on the wall. : 

And it ‘is not comforting to

Some Topical Reflections. 
[py “BEanx."}. ; 

I wish it to be definitely known 
that I will net be coerced into 
again making my poor clay. the 
receptacle for all the aches and 
pains attendatit upon him who 
strives to row. I have shot my 
bolt; I have. had my day: and 
though the memory of that day 
still looms hig and pleasing in my 
mind, and isoneof which F am 
hot unjustly proud, I realise that 
I can never “come back," and 
must therefore firmly, yet 
sorrowfully withal, turn deaf ears 
to the pleadings of my younger 
friends, who assure me almost 
tearfully that they badly need my 
active assistance. I reiterate—I 
will not row. I. can, however, 
criticise, and if by.sa doing I drop 
a few seeds on good ground, I 
shall count my labours well 
repaid.and consider that I have 
“pat my car in” fairly well. . 

Before, however, I proceed to 
oriticise the style of rowing in 
Hongkong, and. the possible 
chances of our oarsmen ° in 
Shanghai next month, 1 would 
like to express my views regard- 
ing the extraordinary lack of 
interest shown by the people of 
Hongkong in what is, after all, 
one of the finest of all British 
amateur sports. I, in company 
with a few other old rowing men, 
am aware that on the 27th and 
29th of Ocrobér next, our carmen 
are to give -battle—against hig 
odds I warn you—to Shanghai's 
representatives,; and yet I con 
my morning paper, and my 
evening paper, without finding 
anything that will give mea line 
upon our chances against the 
Northern port. My eyes are 
afflicted — yea afilicted — by 
column after column of excited 
rhetoric hot from the gushing 
pen of “Jack -High.” “ Yard 
Through,” etc. Stout fellows all 
I make no doubt, and eminently 
suited to.describe the -tense and 
exciting moments so usual in the 
good old game of bowls. As 
strong meat for ‘hot-blooded 
youth, however, their technical 
niceties are about as interesting 
as a sago pudding would betoa 
cannibal, or a beefsteak to a 
vegetarian. “ Chacun’a son gout,” 
however, which, being interpret- 
ed, means in this case —" I have 
no bones to pick.” a 

Tt does seem to me a great pity, 
though, that the efforts of thar 
thorough little. band of enthu- 
siasts who daily excoriate their 
hides, and bend their heads to the 
sarcastic comment hurled at them 
from the coaches launch’ should 
meet with such poor support. 
They are giving up, in their en- 
deavour to raise a good crew, far 
more in the way of creature com- 
forts than a legion of bowlers 
would have to do in acentury. 
Their reward in the end will be 
ten minutes’ heartbreaking strain 
‘against their opponents and per- 
haps—defeat! Following that 
will come, of course, the usual 
criticism so attendant upon a logs.

If we, before anevent, thorough- 
ly assured ourselves that the 
combination chosen was the very 
‘best available. there would be no 
need for recrimination and criti- 
cism after a defeat,-or loud 
boasting and whacking of 
drums~ following a victory. 
We could simply say in the 
first case, “Sorry; we did our 
best; we'll do better next year” 
and in the second’“Thank you; 
we did our best: we'll do better 
next year.” : 

I may here perhaps be accused 
of moralising, but would plead in 
extenuation that my sole object 
in thus deviating from the subject 
matter is an earnest wish to help 
and encourage our rowing men, 
and, as my younger friends so 
pithily put it, “whack up some 
enthuse.” Whack up enthusiasm, 
forsooth! Hot dog, it's a stiffish 
Proposition in this jolly old 
hothouse. I’m all for the good 
old sportsman-poet. chap, who 
wrote. about “Jolly bosting 
weather, cool ‘neath the trees,” 
etc. etc., but he evidently had 
never travelled east of Suez. If 
he had, he probably. would: navar 
have chatted about bontitig, and’ 
he certainty would never have 
been indiscreet enough to; men- 
tionthe weather.
